S.R.O. 1059. —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of section 
8 of the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947 (VII of 1947) and in supersession 
of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance No. 12 
O9)-E,F.VII/50, dated the 1st June, 1950, as amended by the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Finance No, S.R.O. 299 dated the 5th 
February, 1955, the Central Government hereby directs that except with the 
general or special permission of the Reserve Bank, no person shall bring or send 
mto the States any silver coins current in the Tibet region of China: 

Provided that no such permission shall be necessary in the ease of anv person 
duly authorised in this behalf by the Political Officer, Sikkim, for bringing or 
sending into the States silver coins current in the Tibet region of China to the 
extent specified in the authorisation.
